A YEAR’S REVIEW OF THE WAR. 


Report of the General-in-Chief. 


“When Gen. Rosecrans finally de- 
termined to advance, he was permitted 
to select, without restriction, his own 
line of operations by which to reach 
Chattanooga, On being directed to 
connect his left, so far as practicable, 
with the army of Gen. Burnside, and 
to report daily by telegraph his move- 
ments till he crossed the Tennessee 
river, Gen. Burnside was also ordered 
to connect his right as much as possi- 
ble with Gen. Rosecran’s left, so that 
if the enemy should concentrate upon 
either army the other could move to 
its assistance.” 

Rosecrans movements upon Tulla- 
homa, which commenced June 25th, 
is spoken ot as “ admirably combined.” 
The nine days’ campaign, which drove 
the enemy from two fortified positions 
and gave us the possession of Middle 
‘Tennessee, was conducted in one of 
the most extraordinary rains ever 
known in Tennessce at that period of 
the year, over a soil that becomes al- 
most a quicksand. Our losses were 
560, all told; the ecnemy’s was un- 
known, but we touk 163 prisoners, of 
whom 59 were commissioned officers. 
Slowly, but surely, Rosecrans pushed 
forward, and on the 9th of September 
Gen. Crittendon tuok peaceable pos- 
session of Chattanooga. 

And now whether Bragg was 
going to reinforce Johnson, or whether 
the enemy designed to tempt Rose- 
crans into the mountains of Georgia, 
and then, reinforced from Lee’s army, 
fall upon his flank, was a matter of 
much debate. Gen. Meade, who had 
heen ordered to find out, by giving 


| battle if necessary, what force Lee 


had, telegraphed, September 14th, that 
in his judgment Longstreet’s and, per- 
haps, Hill’s and Ewell’s corps had left 
Virginia. Gen. Halleck telegraphed 
to Burnside to move down his infantry 
as rapidly as possible toward Chatta- 
nooga to connect with Rosecrans ; to 
Rosecrans that Burnside would sup- 
port his left, and Hurlburt bring what 
aid he could ; to Hurlburt, at Mem- 
phis, to assist Rosecrans’ right ; to 
Grant, sick at New Orleans, to co-op- 
erate with all his available forces : 
Meade was ordered to attack Lee, or 
at any rate, prevent his sending any 
more troops to Bragg. 

“As three separate armies were Dow 
to operate in the same field, it seemed 


necessary to have a single commander | 


in order to secure a more perfect cc- 
operation than had been obtained with 
the seperate commands of Burnside 
and Rosecrans. Gen. Grant, by his 
distinguished services and superior 
rapk to all the other Generals in the 


West, seemed entitled to this general 


command. But unfortunately he was 
at this time in New Orleans, unable 
to take the field. Moreover, there 
was no telegraphic communication 
with him, and the dispatches of the 
18th, directed to him and Gen. Sher- 
man did not reach them until* some 
days after their dates, thus delaying 
the movements of Gen. Grant’s forces 
from Vicksburg. Gen. Hurlburt, 
however, had moved the troops of his 
own corps, then in West Tennessee, 
with commendable promptness.” 

As nothing was heard from Grant, 
Hooker was sent with his corps, to 
temporarily perform the duties previ- 
ously assigned to reinforcements from 
Grant’s army. More could not pro- 
perly be sent because forage and sup- 
plies were short at Chattanooga, and 
those there suffered for lack of them. 
On the 19th and 20th of September 
were fought the first battles of the 
Chickamauga——Rosecrans against 
Bragg. 

“The enemy suffered severely by 
these battles, and on the night of the 
20th was virtually defeated ; but be- 
ing permitted to gather the trophies 
of the field on the 2lst, he is entitled 
to claim a victory, however barren in 
its results. His luss in killed, wounded 
and missing, as reported in rebel pa- 
pers, was 18,000. Our loss in these 
battles was 1,644 killed, 9,272 
wounded, and 3,595 missing. If we 
add the luss of the cavalry in its sev. 
eral engagements at about 5,000, we 
have atotal of 16,351. We lost in 
material, 36 guns, 26 caissons, 8,450 
small arms, and 5,834 infantry accou- 
trements. We captured 2,003 pris- 
oners. 


There is no intimation why Rose- 
crans was relieved after these battles, 
beyond that given above, that since 
three armies were to co-operate in one 
work, it was necessary that one man 
should command all three of the 
armies. Grant already had command 
of one of them ; there was no ques- 
tion that he, rather than Burnside or 
Rosecrans, should command the whole. 
This is simply stated by Gen. Halleck: 

Major-General Grant arrived at 
Louisville, and on the 19th, in accor- 
dance with orders of the ° President, 
assumed general command of the De- 
partments of the Tennessee, Cumber- 
land and Ohio. In accordance with 
his recommendation, Major-Gen. C. H. 
Thomas was placed in the immediate 
command of the Department of the 
Cumberland, and Major-General W. 
T. Sherman that of Tennessee. 

Grant’s losses in re-opening commu- 
njcations on the south side of the Ten- 
nessee, from Chattanooga to Bridge- 
port, cost him 437 men. The enemy 
lost in the three days that the opera- 
tions required, over 1,500 men. Now 
followed the second battle of Chicka- 


‘mange—Grent against Bragg. 


Camp Douglas, U.°T., Tuesday Morning, February 28, 1864.

Gen. Sherman’s army moved up the 
north side of the Tennessee river, and 
during the fights of the 28d and 24th 
of November established pontoon 
bridges and crossed to the south side 
between Citio creek and Chickamauga. 
On the afternoen of the 22d, General 
Thomas’ forces attacked the enemy’s 
rifle-pits between Chattanooga and 
Citio creek. The battle was renewed 
on the 23d along the whole line. Sher- 
man carried the eastern end of Mis- 
sionary Ridge up to the tunnel, and 
Thomas repulsed every attempt of the 


enemy to regain the position which he 
had lost at the centre, while Hooker’s 
force in Lookout Valley, crossed the 
mountain and drove the enemy from 
its northern slope. On the 25th the 
whole of Missionary Ridge, from Ross- 
ville to the Chickamauga, was, after 
a desperate struggle, most gallantly 
carried by our troops, and the enemy 
was completely routed. Considerin 
the strength of the rebel position pos | 
the difficulty of storming his intrench- 
ments, the battle of Chattanooga must 
be considered the most remarkable in 
history. 

Not only did the officers and men 
exhibit great skill and daring in their 
operations on the field, but the highest 
praise is due to the Commanding Gen. 
eral for his admirable dispositions for 
dislodging the enemy froma position 
— impregnable. Our loss in 
killed, wounded and missing, is re- 
ported at 4,000. We captured over 
6,000 prisoners besides the wounded 
left in our hands, 30 pieces of artil- 
lery, 5,000 or 6,000 small arms, and a 
large train. The enemy’s loss in killed 
and wounded is not known. 

This ends the report, with the ex- 
ception of some general remarks and 
recommendations. Gen. Halleck writes 
up history admirably, flatters nobody, 
and tells the truth as he sees it boldly. 
He leaves the impression that he 
knows perfectly well what he is about, 
and that no corner of the field of war 
escapes his observation. Of course, 
if the Generals in the field were to 
write their opinions with equal free- 
dom, affairs in their departments 
might put on a different aspect. Some 
of them doubtless will do so, and out 
of the mouth of two or three wit- 
nessses the truth will some day be 
discovered.

vised Regulations for the Army, 


That should be known by every Soldier. 


The following extracts from the Re- 
vised Army Regulations are published 
for the information and guidance of all 


concerned : 


1. All inferiors are required to obey strictly 
and to execute with alacrity and good faith, 
the lawful orders of the superiors appointed 
over them. 

17. An officer who succeeds to any com- 
mand or duty stands in regard to his duties in 
the same. situation as his predecessor. The 
officer relieved shall turn over to his successor 
all orders in time, all 

blic ning to 
and shall receive therefor 
duplicate receipts, showing the condition of 
each article. 

18. An officer in a temporary command shall 
} not, except in urgent cases, alter or annul the 
standing orders of the regular or permanent 
commander without authority from the next 
higher commander. 

8. It is enjoined upon all officers to be 
cautious in reproving non-commissioned offi- 
cers in the presence or heariag of privates, 
lest their authority be weakened ; and non- 
commissioned officers are not to be sent to the 
guard-room and mixed with privates during 
confinement, but to be considered as placed io 
arrest, except in aggravated cases, where es- 
may be apprebended. 

85. Every article, excepting arms and ac- 
coutrements, belonging to the regiment, is to 
be marked with the number and name of the 

iment. 

86. Such articles as belong to companies are 
to be marked with the letter of the company. 
and number and name of the regiment ; and 
such as belong to men, with their individual 
numbers, and the letter of the company. 

91. Each subaltern officer will be eharged 
with a squad for the supervision of its order 
and cleanliness ; and captains will require 
their lieutenants to assist them in the pertorm- 
ance of all company duties. 

93. The utmost attention will be paid by 
commanders of companies to the cleanliness 
of their men, as to their persons, clothing, 
arms, accoutrements, and equipments, and 
also as to their quarters or tents. 

100. Where conveniences for bathing are to 
be had, the men should bathe once or twice a 
week. The feet to be washed at least twice 
a week. The hair kept short, and beard neatly 
trimmed. 

102. Commanders of companies and squads 
will see that the arms and accoutrements in 
possession of the men are always kept in good 
order, and that proper care be taken in clean- 
ing them. 

104. Cartridge-boxes and bayonet-scab- 
bards will be polished with blacking ; varnish 
is injurious to the leather, and will not be 


105. All arms in the hands of troops, 
whether browned or bright, will be kept in 
the state in which they are issued by the Ord- 
nance Department. Arms will not be taken 
to pieces without permission of a commis- 
sioned officer. Bright barrels will be kept 
clean and free from rust ,without polishing 
them ; care should be taken in rubbiog not 


wash out the bore ; wipe it dry, and then pass 
a bit of cloth, slightly greased, to the bottom. 
In these operations, a rod of wood with a 
loop in one end is to be used instead of the 
ramimer. The barrel, when not in use, will 
be closed with a stopper. For exercise, each 
soldier should keep himself provided with a 
piece of sole leather to fit the cup or counter- 
sink of the hammer. 

(For care of arms in service, see Ordnance 
Manual, page 185, etc.) 

106. Arms shall not be left loaded in quar- 
ters or tents, or when the men are off duty, 
by special orders. 

107.*Ammunition issued will be inspected 
frequently. Kach man will be made to pay 
for the rounds expended without orders, or 
not in the way of duty, or which may be 
damaged or lost by his neglect. 

108. Ammunition will frequently ex- 
posed to the dry air, or sunned. 

109. S care shal] be taken to ascertain 
that no bali-cartridges are mixed with the 
blank-cartridges issued to the men. 

lll. The kna ks will also be marked 
upon the inner side with the letter of the com- 
pany and the number of the soldier, on such 
part as may be readily observed at inspection. 

112. Haversacks will be marked upon the 
flap with the number and name of the regi- 
ment, the letter of the company, and number 
of the soldier in black letters and figures. And 
each soldier must, at all times, be provided 
with a haversack and canteen. and will exhibit 
them at all inspections. It will be borne on 
the left side on marches, guard, and when 
paraded for detached service, the canteen out- 
side the haversack. 

114. Officers at their stations, in camp or in 
garsiean, will always wear their proper uni- 
orm. 

115. Soldiers will wear the prescribed uni- 
form in camp or garrison, and will not be per- 
mitted to keep in their powsession any other 


to bruise or bend the barrel. After firing, ; 


clothing. _When on fatigue parties, they will 
wear the proper fatigue dress. 

116. In camp er barracks, the company offi- 
cers must visit the kitchen daily and inspect 
the kettles. and at all times carefully attend 
to the messing and economy of their respect- 
ive companies. The 
the regiment will make frequent inspections 
of the kitchens and messes. These duties are 
of the utmost importance—not to be neglected. 

117. The bread must be thoroughly baked, 
and not eaten until itis cold. The soup must 
be boiled at least five bours, and the vegeta- 
bles always cooked sufficiently to be perfectly 
soft and digestible. 


118. Messes will be prepared by privates of 


squads, ae private musicians, each tak- 
ing his tour. e greatest care should be 
observed in washing and scouring the cook- 
ing utensils ; those made of brass and copper 
should be lined with tin. 

118. The messes of prisoners will be sent 
to them by the cooks. 

120. No persons will be allowed to visit or 
remain in the kitchen, except such as may 
come on duty or be occupied as cooks. The 
kitchen should always be under the particular 
charge of a non-commissioned officer. 

122. On marehes and in the field. the only 
mess furniture of the soldier will be one tin 
plate, one tin cup, one knife. fork, and spoon, 
to each man. to be carried by himself. 

126. Non-commissioned officers will, in no 
case, be permitted to act as waiters ; nor are 
they. or private soldicrs. not waiters, to be 
employed in any menial office, or made to per- 
form any service not military. for the private 
benefit of any officer or mess of officers. 

220. Deliberations or discussions among 
any class of military men, having the object ot 
conveying praise, or censure, or any mark of 
seauabetien toward their superiors or others 
in the military service, and all publications 
relative to transactions between officers of a 
private or personal nature, whether news- 
paper, pamphiet, or handbill, are strictly pro- 
hibited. 

231. In camp, the commanding officer pre- 
scribes the hours of reveille, reports, roll- 
calls, guard-mounting, meals. stable-calls, 
issues, fatigues, etc. 

235. Immediately after reveille roll-call 
(after stable duty in the cavalry,) the tents or 
quarters, and the spuce around them. will be 
put in order by the men of the companies, 
superintended by the chiefs of the squads, and 
the guard-bouse or guard-tent by the guard or 
prisoners. 

251. No compliments by guards or sen- 
tinels will be paid between retreat and reveille. 
except as prescribed for grand rounds. 

254. Courtesy among military men is indis- 
pensable to discipline. Respect to superiors 
will net be confined to obedience on duty. 
but will be extended to all occasions. It is 
always the duty of the inferior to accost or 
to offer the first customary salutation, and of 
the superior to return such complimentary 
notice. 

255. Sergeants. with swords, drawn, will 
salute by bringing them to a present; with 
muskets, by bringing the left hand across the 
body, so as to strike the right shoulder. Cor- 
porals out of the ranks, and privates not sen- 
tries, will carry their muskets at a shoulder, 
as serye ints, and salate in like manner. 

409. Neither officers nor soldiers are to 
take off their clothing or accoutrements 
while they are on guard. 

411. W Bue a fire breaks out, orany alarm 
is raised in a garrison, all guards are to be 
immediately under arms. 

413. Sentinels will not take orders, or al- 
low themselves to be relieved, except by an 
officer or non-commissioned officer of their 
guard or party, the officer of the day, or the 
commanding officer; in which case the or- 
ders will be immediately notified to the com- 
mander of the guard by the officer giving 
them. 

414. Sentinels wi!l report every breach of 
orders or regulations they are instructed to 
enforce. 

416. No sentinel shall quit bis post or hold 
conversation not necessary to the proper dis- 
charge of his duty. 

417. All persons, of whatever rank in the 
service, are required to observe respect to- 
ward sentinels. 

418. In case of disorder. a sentinel must call 
out the guard ; and if a fire take place, he 
must cry “Fire!’’ adding the number of bis 
post. in either case the danger be great, he 
must discharge his fire-lock before calling out. 

419. lt is the duty of a sentinel to repeat all 
calls made from posts more distant from the 
main body of the guard than his own, and no 
sentinel will be posted so distant as not to be 
heard by the guard, either directly or through 
other sentinels. 

420. Sentinels will present arms to general 
and field officers, to the officer of the day. and 
to the commanding officer of the post. To all 
other officers they will carry arms. 

422. The sentinel at any post of the guard, 
when he sees any body of troops. or an officer 


entitled to compliment, approach, must call, 


“Turn out the guard!’ and announce who 
approaches. 

425. A sentinel, in challenging, will call 
out, “Who comes there?” If answered 
“Friend. with the countersign,” and he is in- 
structed to pass persons with the countersign, 
he will reply, “Advance friend, with tke coun-
